The  coulee  cricket  has  appeared  in  threatening  numbers  in 
parts  of  Montana  and  the  jlcrman  cricket  has  been  reperted  as  occsirring 
in  destructive  numbers  in  Colorf.do# 


The  Governor  of  Color:\do  has  authorized  the  expenditure  of 
§10^000  to  combat  a very  serious  ouhbrsak  of  the  long^-vTlyged  grasshopper 
ill  pueblo,  El  Paso,  Cro'’i7ley,  and.  Lincoln  Counties, 

Seven  nevr  tev/nships  fji  Pennsylvania  and  tT;o  tomships  and 
six  islands  in  Lake  Erie,  in  QClio,  are  now  knom  to  be  infested  by  the 
European  corn  borer. 

The  alfalfa  caterpill.ar  is  worse  than  it  has  been  during 
the  past  five  years  in  parts  cf  California,  and  about  one-fourth,  of 
th©  third  and  fourth  cuttings  has  been  destroyedc 

An  outbreak  of  the  ^-felvet  bean  caterpillar  in  Plcrida  has 
been  reported,  but  the  seriousness  of  the  outbreal^  is  not  yet  evident. 


The  codling  moth  is  x-opoarted  as  being  seriously  abundant 
in  parts  of  ITew  York  State  on  apple,  and  pears  in  Genesee  County 
.-arrv  ion  oo«h  5.iirc;a0od.  Tbis  pest  is  less  numerous  than  usual 
in  Illinois  and  Idolio* 

The  apple  and  thorn  skelei  tonizer^  v/hich  was  discovered 
in  Connecticut  last  year,  is  spreading  rapidly. 

The  Colorado  potato  beetle  is  reported  as  being  very  serious 
in  \7isconsin'  and  parts  of  New  York  and  the  axople  leafhopper  is 
appearing  for  the  first  time  in  Wisconsin  as  a limiting  factor  in 
X^otato  production*  This  pest  is  also  very  destructive  in  llinnesota 
and  parts  of  New  York. 

Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  Wisconsin  report  the  onion 
crop  as  dedidodly  damaged  by  onion  tlirfps  this  year* 

The  fall  webworm  is  more  numorous  than  usual  this  year 
in  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Indiana,  Maryland,  Nebraska, 
and  YTisconsin. 

An  unusuRlly  serious  outbreak  Of  the  bagv/orm  is  reported 
fi'oiii  Kansas.  This  pest  is  more  numero’us  tlian  usua.1  in  Arkansas  and 
locally  destructive  in  Nev/  York  and  Pennsylvania* 

A heavy  flight  of  the  gipsy  moth  is  rex>03:’ted  from  Auburn , Maine 

The  infestation  of  households  by  fleas  in  the  Middle  West 
has  apparently  abated,  but  a new  series  of  outbrealcs  is  now  being 
reported  from  Nev/  England* 

Th©  nosefly  is  reported  from  New  York,  Texas,  and  California 
and  the  sucking  goat  louse  is  very  seriously  affecting  the  kid  crop 
in  Texas.

Wo  P,  Flint  (August  18j«  "Throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  State 
puparia  are  scarce  in  the  wheat  s urbble^.  There  are  a,  few  of  the 
western  counties  along  the  Mississippi  River  wiiere  flies  are 
abundant* 

L.  P.  Roclu^ood  (August  15)*  "Tiiere  has  been  more  lodging-  of  wheat 
in  the  WillamettG  Valley  in  f jelds  moderately  infested  by  Hessian 
fly  than  usual o Th.ls  is  attributed  to  the  prevedence  of  strong 
northwesterly  winds  daring-  duly.  One  farmer  reports  as  much  as 
one-third  of  his  crop  lodged-.^* 

vmEAT  MIPGB  tCcn^rinia  tritici  Zirbyj 

G.  E.  Smith  (July  16),  "This  insect  is  quite  plentiful  in  Orleans 
County." 
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Jo  Jo  lavis  (August  16j«  »'The  snail  wheat  midge  maggots  have 
heen  unusually  atondant  in  threshed  grain  but  from  all  ob- 
servations to  date  the  maggots  with  the  threshed  grain  die  before 
reaching  maturity. 

Lo  P#  Rochwood  (August  13). “The  spring-wheat— infesting  brood 
was  practically  over  by  the  last  ^veek  in  July  at  lynden.  Wash* 

GOUI.ee  cricket  (Peranahrus  scabricollis  Thom* ) 

A.  Lo  Strand  (August  10)*  “The  appearance  of  thi*  insect  in 
considerable  numbers  in  Toole  and  Toton  Coimties  has  been  the 
cause  of  sore  conjecture  among  the  fa.rmers  as  to  the  damage  v:hich 
might  occur  next  season.  have  no  record  of  this  insect’s 
occurrence  in  these  localities  before.  It  was  rppotted  by  the 
farmers  that  the  crickets  came  inf  rora  the  northwest*  This  is  a 
common  insect  in  the  mountains  and  valleys  in  some  parts  of 
Montana*  but  has  never  been  observed  so  far  east  of  the  moimt- 
section  before* “ 

MQBM  CRICKET  (Anabrus  simplex  Hald* ) 

Cc  P.  Gillette*  “On  August  6 Mr*  G.  I*.  Gorkins  was  sent  to 
western  Routt  County  to  investigate  a reported  outbreak  of  the 
so-called  Mormon  picket*  and  try  out  the  poisoned-bran  mash 
as  a remedy*  The  only  modification  made  by  Mr.  Gorkins  in  the 
regular  Kansas  formula  was  that  of  doubling  the  proporti  on  of 
strychnine  in  the  mixture*  The  results  obtained  were  excellent* 
Apparently  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  cricfets  escaped  being 
poisoned  on  the  treated  areas*” 


PARE  YiRSTEElN  CUTWCBM  (Porosagrotis  orthogconia  Morr* ) 

A.  L*  Strand  (July  2£*)  “This  insect*  although  of  general  distribu- 
tion in  that  part  of  Montana  east  of  the  Continental  IB. vide* 
was  not  so  generally  destructive  throughout  that  entire  section 
this  season  as  in  1920,  but  in  the  old  standing  ground  of  the 
insect  (central  northern  Montana)  it  vjas  more  destructive  than  in 
any  previous  year.  Sixth  and  seventh  instar  larvae  were  collected 
as  late  as  July  7*  although  most  of  the  damage  done  prior 
to  June  20.  This  cutworm  has  done  iruch  damage  to  young  cornfe  in 
eastern  Montana,  hat  has  been  so  mixed  up  77ith  other  species 
that  it  is  irrpossible  to  estimate  the  daimge  done  by  it  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy*  In  a fev?  insyances  25  per  cent  of  the  stand 
and  in  one  ins  Vance  50  per  cent  has  been  destroyed.  This  season 
in  the  five  northern  counties  where  last  year  the  loss  in  seeded 
acreage  due  to  this  species  ranged  from  25.1  to  47.1  per  cent 
the  damage  in  1921  ^s  been  fully  as  great  and  in  tv/o  of  the 
counties  greater.** 

JOIITOOBli  (Harmolita  triticl  Pitch) 

The  jointworm  experimental  plat  records  have  just  been  received. 
Mr*  P.  Cartv^right  reports  from  Princeton*  under  date  of  Jirae 
10,  that  18  per  cent  of  the  crop  was  infested,  while  last  year  r : 
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at  this  point  .26.5  per  cent  of  the  crop  was  infested.  Under  date  of 
June  15  Ih:*.  W*  H.  Larrimer  reports  from  SalezE  that  3 per  cent  of  the 
crop  is  infested  this  year  as  conpared  with  23  per  cent  infestation 
last  y^r,  and  imder  date  of  June  25  he  reports  from  logansport  that 

14  per  cent  of  the  crcp  is  infested  as  coinpared  with  53  per  cent  last 
year.** 

W.  P.  Cartv/ri^t  (June  13,  Grand  Chain).  **Pifty-five  per  cent  of  calms 
infested  as  compared  trith  53.5  per  cent  infested  last  year.  At  ^arta 
23  per  cent  of  the  calms  v;ere  infested  as  compared  with  24  per  cent 
infestation  last  year.  (Jane  17);  at  Central  ia , 0.3  per  cent  infesta- 
tion as  compared  wi'Si  no  infestation  last  year." 

T7.  P.  Flint  {Aagust  18j . ’’Several  local  areas  of  heavy  infestation  in 
the  south  and  soath-central  parts  of  the  State.  The  in^ct  seems  to 
he  about  50  per  cent  parasitized. ’* 

C.  H Crosby  (survey  for  1921).  ’’Jointwcrm  survey  v/as  carried  on  in 

15  counties  in  New  Yonc  State,  13  in  the  v;estern  part  of  the  State,  and 
2 in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State.  The  average  infestation  for 
the  15  counties  v;as  2.89  per  cent.  'The  percentage  infestation  in  the 
several  counties  was  as  follows:

C.  R.  Crosby  (survey  for  1921).  ”In  connection  with  the  Hessian  fly 
and  jointworm  survey  this  insect  v/as  fbund  in  5 counties.  The 
average  infestation  of  these  counties  v/as  0.79  per  cent.  The  per- 
centage infestation  in  the  several  counties  v;as  as  follows:

EUROPEAN  CCRN  BQ^ER  ( Pyrausta  nub i la  lis  Hdbn- ) 

L.  0.  Grata  (July  30).  ^*T^sily  found  in  any  field  at  Eden  in  Erie 
County.  Many  ears  have  been  discarded  from  the  marketable  lot.  last 
year  a few  larvae  were  reported,  but  this  year  apparently  marks  the 
beginning  of  a serious  infestation.” 


P.  Z.  Hartzell  (Augist  13,  Chautauqua  Gounly).  ’’Present  in  the 
northern  part  whidi  is  under  quarantine;  nimhers  not  great,  however.” 
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Wa  Ra  Walton  (August  26)*  "During  August  the  following  tovms  in  the 
extreme  north-western  part  of  Pennsylvania  bordering  lake  Erie  from 
the  New  York  State  line  to  the  Ohio  State  line  have  been  found  in- 
fested; Harbor  Creek,  Greene,  Mill  Creek,  Summit,  McKean,  Pairview, 
and  Springfield*  The  township  of  Girard  had  been  found  infested 
two  years  ago  and  is  still  included  in  the  infested  area*" 

W.  R.  Walton  (August  30).  "Infestations  of  the  corn  borer  were 
discovered  during  the  month  of  August  in  the  following  localities 
in  Ohio-  North  Bass  Island,  Middle  Bass  Island,  South  Bass  Island, 
Kellys  Island,  Catawba  Islands  and  the  tovus  of  Danbury,  Portage, 
Huron  and  Avon  lake.  These  islands  extend  at  least  half  way 
across  the  lake  to¥/ard  the  international  border  at  the  v/estern  ’ 
end  of  lake  Erie  just  north  of  Sandusky,  Infestations  have  also 
been  discovered  in  the  northeastern  corner  of  Ohio,  bordering 
lake  Erie  in  the  townships  of  Ashtshula  and  Saybrook  and  continu- 
ously along  the  lake  as  far  west  as  \7illoughby* " 

CCEN  EAR.WQBi/i  (Chloridea  obsoleta  Fab.) 

F.  Z.  Hartzell  (August  15).  "Some  injury  at  present  in  Chautauqua 
County." 

C.  R,  Crosby  and  assistants  report  finding  this  insect  in  sane  f 
fields  in  Erie  County  on  July  22,  a second  infesrtation  being 
noted  in  the  same  county  on  August  20  in  late  sv\reet  corn*  In 
the  middle  of  July  it  v^as  doing  considerable  damage  to  early  sweet 
corn  in  Nassap  County,  being  only  occasionally  found  on  the 
later  corn  in  the  middle  of  August.  Early  in  July  it  also  did  a 
slight  amount  of  damage  in  Columbia  County." 

Y/o  P.  Flint  (August  18).  "Much  more  abundant  in  both  field  and 
sweet  corn  than  during  an  average  year.  Seventy-five  per  cent 
of  the  sweet  corn  ears  being  infested.  Moths  of  the  third 
brood  are  just  starting  to  appear •" 

L.  Haseman  (August  29).  "The  earn  earworm  is  increasing  in  numbers 
and  has  been  reported  from  various  sections  of  the  State." 

0.  Bctbe oak  29).  "About  as  abumhiXit  as  usual  in  this  State.

W.  P.  Flint  (August  18).  "Idoths  h£ye  been  taken  commonly  in  bait 
traps  for  the  past  three  weeks  in  Central  Illinois." 

J.  R.  Y^atson  (August  16).  "Quite  numerous  throughout  the  State  but 
confining  their  v ark  mostly  to  the  grass  crops." 

Haseman  (August  29).  "Just  recently  the  fall  army  vjorm  has  be- 
gun to  attract  attention,  and  in  central  Missouri  the  larvae  of 
the  present  brood  are  nov7  half  grown.  They  are  damaging  sweet 
corn  and  other  garden  crops,  but  as  yet  have  not  been  reported 
on  alfalfa  or  other  l^umes." 
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H.  Jones  (August  9)*  ‘*An  outbreak  noted  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Experiment  Station  attacking  grass  and  lov^-gr owing  crops  in 
grassy  fields  at  Baton  Rouge* 

SUG-AR-CAllE  BORER  (Liatraea  saccharalis  Fab* ) 

T.  H*  Jones  (August  16)*  **Mr.  W*  R*  Dodson  estimates  that  in 
about  200  acres  of  late  corn  planted  during  the  last  week  in 
April  and  the  first  week  in  May  the  loss  will  be  about  5,000 
bu^els  of  corn  because  of  the  severe  infestation  of  this 
insect*  The  stalks  and  ears  are  very  badly  attacked  and  in 
the  case  of  the  ears  secondary  causes,  such  as  other  insects, 
fungi,  and  bacteria,  v/ill  make  them  largely  unfit  for  feeding 
purposes*" 

CHIl!5CH  BUG  (Blis sus  leucopterus  Say) 

Je  J*  Davis  (August  16)*  " Duma  tin  e chinch  bugs  have  been  present 
in  abundance  in  corn,  althou^  heavy  rains  for  the  past  week  nay 
have  reduced  their  numhers  somewhat*" 

W*  P*  Flint  (August  18)*  "Heavy  general  rains  have  greatly  re- 
duced the  nuriber  of  bugs  in  most  of  the  counties  infested  early 
in  the  year*  In  only  a few  counties  will  cor-n  he  seriously  damagedo 
'Ih@  j^iBBite  Sumicrosoma  henlf  icia  has  destroyed  from  30  to  40 
per  cent  of  these  insects*" 

R.  G*  Carr  (August  10)  "A  slightly  larger  infestation  than  usual 
occurred  this  year  at  Adrian,  w^here  about  10  per  cent  of  the  crop 
was  damaged*  The  use  of  furroYJS  and  harriers  v/as  quite  success- 
ful, many  bu^els  of  the  insects  being  thus  killed*" 

M.  K.  Sv^enk  (August  15)*  "Shortly  after  the  middle  of  July  an 
outbreak  of  the  chinch  hug  developed  in  Ehox  County  in  northeast- 
ern Nebraska,  after  injury  in  the  infested  area  along  the  south- 
ern border  of  the  State  had  ceased*  The  bugs  w'ere  first  noted 
in  the  barley  fields  and  when  these  were  harvested  they  migrated 
to  the  corn  and  did  a considerable  amount  of  damage  in  sane  fields*" 

Jeff  Chaffin  (August  21) * "Reports  from  all  over  the  State  indicate 
that  this  insect  is  doing  considerable  damage  to  lawns,  especially 
St*  Augustine  grass,  which  they  seem  to  prefer.” 

Lm  Haseman  (August  29)*  "Some  complaints  continue  to  come  in 
regarding  the  damage  fran  sunmer  broods  of  chinch  bugs,  but  the 
abundant  rainfall  of  the  past  few  weeks  seems  to  help  materially."

BLISTER  BEETLE  (Epicauta  lemniscata  Fab. ) 

Myron  H*  Sv/enk  (August  is).  "The  striped  blister  beetle  continued 
injury  during  latter  July  on  alfalfa  and  potatoes,  especially  in 
Thayer  and  Adams  Counties." 

CLOVER  APHIS  ( Anuraphi s baker i Cowen) 

R.  H.  Smith  (August  15).  "This  insect  is  less  abundant  than  usual 
this  year.  Unusual  rainfall  during  May  and  June  probably  prevented 
this  pest  from  becoming  seriously  destructive," 

CLOVER  ROOT-BORER  (Hylastinus  obscurus  Marsh. ) 

L.  P.  Rocla70od  (August  13).  "Damage  by  this  pest  is  more  severe 
than  for  the  past  two  years  in  ma.ny  first-crop  clover  fields.  Dry 
weather  has  retarded  growth  of  clover  roots  and  high  temperatures 
have  accelerated  the  development  of  root  borers.  Fields  on  poor- 
er soils  most  seriously  damged." 

GLOVER  SEED  CHALCIS  ( Bruchophaaus  funebris  How. ) 

L#  P»  Y/ehrle  (August  16).  "Adults  now  present  and  fairly  common 
about  Ithaca." 

ALFAJtFA  CATERPILLAR  ( Surymus  eurytheme  Bdv. ) 

H.  Grm  Smith  (August  20).  "Ivir.  Fred  C.  Brossius  reports  having 
the  worst  infestation  of  this  pest  that  they  have  had  in  the 
past  five  years-,  the  insects  destroying  about  25  per  cent  of 
the  third  and  fourth  cuttings." 

CLOVER  SEED  CaTEEIPILLAR  ( Enarmonia  int erst inct ana  Clem* ) 

L.  P.  Wehrle  (August  16).  "Second-brood  moths  have  been  on  the 
wing  for  about  2 weeks  and  eggs  are  now  being  deposited.  The 
insect  is  fairly  abundant  about  Ithaca." 

CLOVER-SEED  ICEDG-E  (Dasyneura  leguminicola  Lint. ) 

L.  P.  Wehrle  (August  16).  "Second-brood' larvae  are  now  beginning 
to  appear.  Auults  in  flight  and  ovipositing.  Judging  from  the 
abundance  this  season  this  insect  will  probably  do  considerable 
damage.  It  is  the  most  important  clover  seed  pest  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  Ithaca." 

LESSER  CLOVER-XEiiF  WEEVIL  (Phytonomus  nigrirostris  Fab. ) 

J.  D.  Detwiler  (July  25).:  "This  insect  is  very  scarce  about 
Ithaca  this  year,  due  prob^ly  to  heavy  parasitism  early  in  the 
season." 
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CQVPE^  CLTRCULIO  ( Cha  aeneus  Boh.) 

R.  W»  Harned  (August  29).  ’*0a7;pea~pod  weevil  seems  to  be  more 
abundant  tlan  usual.  Reports  of  serious  dan^ge  to  cowpeas  have 
b8e?5nt  received  from  Mams,  Itawamba,  Lafayette,  lauderdale, 
Pontotoc,  and  Wayne  Counties.'* 

T.  H.  Jones  (July  11).  ’*lvlr.  T.  H.  Casonova,  county  agent  of 
Vermillion  Parish,  reports  tint  Ihis  insect  is  doing  some 
damage  in  his  parish.  " 

BEAN  LEAP- BEET  IE  (Gerot  cma  tr  jpurcata  Foerst. ) 

T.  H.  Jones  (July  12).  "Serious  dama^  to  the  foliage  of  cow- 
peas  gromng  in  cornfields  noted  in  Lafourche  Fhrish. ’* 

T.  H.  Jones.  "I5r.  C.  B.  Gouaux,  engaged  in  extens  ion  v7ork  in 
agriculture  for  Louisiana  State  University,  reports  that  while 
on  a recent  trip  he  found  this  insect  causing  severe  damage  to 
co\7peas  in  cornfields  in  the  Paincourtville,  NapoleonviLle, 
and  Franklin  sections." 

SOUTHERIT  GREEIJ  PL/^NT-BUG  ( Nezara  viridula  L. ) 

T.  H.  Jones.  '*T/ir.  C.  B.  Gouaux  reports  that  he  found  all  stages

The  n^erk 
was  quickly  organized  and  inside  of  ten  da\ys  the  grasshoppers  were 
practically  annihihated,  Hot  more  than  10  per  cent,  it  is  esti- 
ma.ted .escaped  being  poisoned,  Theso  grasshoppers  had  migrated  in 
the  nymph  stage  from  2 to  10  miles  from  their  hatching  grounds.
